oollen Manufactures, England Exported to France 


the fame Year, the value of Eighty two Thoufand 


Nine hundred and ten eight Shillings, in the 
Two Articles of Lead monly ; which is worth 
while to Note, becaufe thefe ‘are in fome Senfe to be 


reckoned our Manutaéture : Firft, As they are the na- 
tural Produce of the Country ; ‘and Secondly, As they 
fuffer feveral Operations or Manufactures, ere they are 
Exported, tho’ they are not finally or compleatly Ma- 
nufaétured. : 


As to the Quantity of Goods above, tho’ it is diffi- 
cult to put an exaét Valuation upon them, and the 
Oppofers would not fail to alledge, thar they were 
over-valued 5 yet if they pleafé to Rate them by their 
own Scheme, however falfé. and under-prized moft 
things are there'Bftimated, toferve a Turn, yer by that 
Valuation, they will find the Manufaétures’ above mens 
tioned, Expotted'to France in one Year, amounted to 
Two’ hundred feventy four 7 houfand Six fnndred fifiy 
eight Pounds four Shillings ; and the Articles of Lea- 
ther, Lead, Tin and Pewter, which, as above, are our 
Produce, alfo amounted to above One hundred Thou- 
fand Pounds more. In all which, none of the Accounts 
of Fifh, or of Exports from Scotland, are included.

Againft this Account of our Exportations, Oppofers 
to the Treaty of Commerce would be very kind, if 
they would let'us know ,what we muft fend 1 Prance 
for, the Year now running: Wines, and Brandies, Lin- 
nen, Paper, &c. we fhall bring over for cértain, as has 
been faid already ; neither Lead, Tin, Leather, Fith, 
or any Woollen Mannufa&ture can be carried thither ; 
they are all Prohibited, or over-loaded with Duties,. fo 
that the Dutch can carry them 40 per Cent. cheaper 
than the Britifh. If we fetch a Million Sterling in 
French Goods this next Year, that Million muft be paid 
for in Money; and the Gain of that is all owing to 
the Rejecting the 8th and oth Articles; which Articles 
were guilty of no other Crime, than of giving us 
liberty to have fent Britifh Manufattures to France, to 


have purchafed thofe Wines, Brandies, &c. with, inftead 
of ready Money. :
